I have several hundred 
troops under me. 
I was never given 
any instruction and when I got to the 
regiment the medical officer had gone 
and it was up to me to do the best I 
could. 
I am the only American here. 
“ We are marching up to the f ront, 
md expect to be in 
the trenches in a 
few days. 
We marched 
about 
nine 
miles to-day. 
I am a mounted officer. 
It mined nearly the whole way. 
Mud, 
mud, mud. Some of the poor Tommies 
gave out, dragging through the mud. 
“ We are billeted in a French village 
to-night. 
An English

and I 
have quarters in a farm house and are 
very comfortable for the night. 
At 
the last village our quarters were bad. 
We have a nice 
clean room here and 
have electric 
lights but at the
